A transpinnted Floridian, writing: also from Califernia, Run Schatz, has some comments that might be worth 
considering. After comparing definitions ef Democrasies, Republics, and Constituticnal D or R's, and analysing 
the growth of IRCA, Schatz says "If IRCAtria will remember the enrly history of their cluby they will reeall 
that their originel intention was not to form 1 separate organizntion, but to constitutionalize the NRC. 

True IRCAtns still prefer membership in a constitutional NRC t: a separate existence in the IRQ. 

"The IRCA is learning slowly that serving the intorests ofthe DX'ter its more important than a club's 
governmental system, The latter, however, is Important.” 

Ron stressea that this impertance is based not upon the current ‘policies of the NRG governing body. He 
says "At present, there is no congiderabl difference between the rights of IRCA'ns and ticse of NRCtera, within 
their respective clubs. However, the rights presently enjoyed by NACters are not guaranteed by o constitution 
or charter; they may be lost with the advent of a future governing body," 

This igs o point the present governing body tcok into consideration when we proposed a constitutional form 
of government at the 1966 convention, but found an overwhelming mfority of thea members there expressing their

If 
there are three cr more bidders and there is no rajority in the vcte, the convention-goers themselves make 
the final decision from the top two bidders. I'm sorry that there's not space to detail Dents complex but 
interesting district delegate plan for the convertion vote itself, but 14 could be that there might be encugh 
interest te do su later. 

"The whole basis for this rather complicated plan is to stir up interest in sonventions and geining more 
sompetition fer sites,” Don continues. “If 4+ would work as I envision it, there should also be more attention 
paid to the next convention location at the current cenvention,” 

Randy Seaver hna some convention ideas also: "Having attended several INCA and NRC get-togethers in the 
last few yeors, I can definitely state timt the prime factcr in conventions is: tho fellowship tetween Dxers, not 
the club business, side-trips tc stations, etc. Therefore, in the spirit of DXing, I would like to propose 
TWO conventions, one in the West, one in the East, oach hested by one cf the two clubs, alternating sites every 
yenr (1.e., NRC hosts East, then West following year.)" (Or perhaps the new Super Club hosting both? -~ Jac) 
"In effect, we have this situation with the large inter-olub membership. Since IRG\ has their confab in LeAsy 
1969 would be a good year to start; hepefully, IRCA will pick an:East or Midwest site this coming year, As 
for the arg¥ement that some will attend only one (say the IRCAts 1s in the East, one might think EC members. of 
NRC would neglect their own conventions)

Quasimonthly Patterns in Atypical Medium Wave DX Reception 
~ GP, Nelson « 


From time to time, mention of a "27 day lunar cycle" of BCB reception is made 
in DX club bulletins. While belief in this pattern was widespread during the 1930's, 
the idea has pretty much fallen out of vogue in the U.S.: nowadays, although it does 
erop up infrequently still. Overseas, however, the lunar théory stili holds con~ 
siderable sway over many DX'ers, and some avons and individuals even issue predict- 
ions of dates of "favorable conditions." There's been a recent reawakening of 
interest in DX cycles in North American DX clubs as a result of. Gray Scrimgeour's 
important observations concerning the correlation between geomagnetic factors and 
unusual BCB reception. Gray's provocative article will appear in DX News in the 
very near future, 


The purpose of this particular article is to consider the physical mechanisms 
which might possibly produce monthly repeating patterns of unusual DX conditions, 
and to present some data in an attempt to detect one particular effect. We will 
restrict our attention to factors.which might possibly produce a monthly periodicity 
in conditions; we shall therefore ignore longer patterns such as seasonal effects™ 
(see Summer DX on the BOB, IDKD, May 1967), and the 13 year sunspot cycle. We'll just 
teuch upon yn the important issue of sunspot numbers and geomagnetic disturbances since 
these will be considered in a separate article at some length, 


I. ihe Lunar Hypothesis. One set of DX theories contends that there is a Shave ee 
correlation between unusual reception conditions and the phase of the moon; good 
conditions supposedly recur every 27 days and coincide with the date of the full 
moon, There seem to be only two possible ways in which the phase of the moon might 
affect MW DX reception: 

(a) Tides. Just as the sun and moon can line up and thus produce unusually 
large tides in the world oceans, tidal effects also occur in the ionosphere, 
although they are very slight. While the largest tides in the ionosphere will 
be daily tides (and are often observed at ionospheric research stations), the 
iunar-monthly tidal forces will produce effects which will repeat every 27.5 
days. What is relevant is whether or not this slight tidal pattern might 
possibly influence reception. 

(b) Lunar occultation. As the moon moves back and forth across the sky each 
month, the presence of the moon between the earth and sun tends to block 
out or occult the steady stream of solar particles constantly bombarding the 
earth. Large radio telescopes regularly observe a 27 day pattern in the 
solar flux reaching any one point on the earth's surface. The most obvious 
consequence will be a slight 27 day variation in the amount of solar radio 
noise observed, but more subtle mcperrbeeec effects cannot be dismissed 
simply out of hand, 


As far as the author knows, these are the only two realistic mechanisms which 
might result in a correlation between DX phenomena and Lunar phase. The only way 
to decide if such possible (though admittedly remote) patterns do exist is to look 
for some significant degree of correlation between actual lunar phase and some 
measure of DX quality, and to examine enough gata data to salel ¥ gliminate fortituous 
patterns. 


enough systematically Se data on certain TA stations to make such an analysis 
worthwhile. While DXtine from his native England, Richard kept careful records of 
just which nights certain North American stations were heard; this deta is uniguely 
valuable because it extends over a pericd of several years. Rather than resort to 
complex and nonintuitive caleulations to determine whether or not there is any — 
correlation between Richard's data and the phase of the moon at the time, welll 
present his results in a vay which should make any erat correlation obvious 
to the eye. | : cee 


Wood's data, as it appears in this article, was prepared as follows. Hach night 
that Richard noted a gignal from one of the two TA station groups (one group is 
composed of Canadian Maritime stations, the other is WMEX/WOXR), we will denote with 
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the character "x!t: nights when reception was net noted or no observations ware made 
(Richard estimates that observations were made roughly two out of every three nights ) 
will be denoted by "oll, A week of observations when the stations of interest were 
noted every other night only would then be represented by "xoxoxox", for example. 
Observations concerning receptions over a period of 90 or so days would then look 
something like:

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The actual dates of full moon were then determined for the period of observation; 

due to the nature of the earth-moon orbits, the time between successive full moons 
can vary from 26 to 28 days. After an "x" or an "o" was assigned to each day during 
the observation period, and actual dates of full moon determined (indicated by stars 
on the illustration above), the data train (about 1000 days) was broken into pieces 
about 33 days long, and arrayed in rows so that consecutive full moon dates fell into 
the same column. This is a very simple form of correlation display and a simple 


example st ke its nature clear. Suppose the Tats in question were only noted 
the day be ie full. moon, the day of the full moon, and the day after the full 
moon (a t 3 days a month). After we cut the data into pieces and lined up 


successive full moon dates, the data would then look like: 
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The star indicates the dates of successive full moons. In a correlation display 

(or correlation matrix, if we want to be fancy) of this sort, the "x"'s will tend to 
line up incolumnsif there is a significant correltation between lunar phase and TA 
reception; if, on the other hand, there is no relationship between lunar phase and 
reception, the "x'ts will be scattered randomly throughout the display. The stronger 
the lunar effect, the more the "x's will tend to line up into just a few columns. 


Figure 1 is the block of data representing Maritime station receptions during 
the period from Novembor 22, 1960, to August 25, 1963 (data at the end of one "piece" 
is duplicated at the beginning of the next). The numbers at the top of the columns 
indicate the dates of the colums with respect to the full moon; thus -6 corresponds 


to the day 6 days before the full moon, 0 is the date of the full moon, and +6 is 
the 6th day after the full moon. 


In the case of the Maritime stations, there is no visible tendency for the 
"x"ts to line up into columns - they appear to be scattered randomly throughout the 
display. Row A below the data is the sum of the "x"'s in the corresponding columns. 
ow Bis the average of the three columns centered on that particular column; this is 
equivalent to running a three day smoothing window over the data and is a standard 
technique for “averaging out” statistical noise and revealing subtle patterns. Note 
that the display in Ngure 1 shows no significant tendency to group into columns 
centered on the full moon dates. Instead, the distribution of "x"'s seems to be 
totally random - thus indicating that there is no significant correlation between the 
lunar phase and TA reception conditions in this case, 


Figure 2 is the corresponding display for Wood's receptions of WMEX/WOXR during 
the period from December 20, 1960 threugh July 20, 1963. 


Once again, there is no statistically significant correlation between TA 
reception of WMEX/WQXR and lunar phase. 


Great care should be taken in the interpretation of this data. All this analysi 


lunar theory now rests with its proponents. The two sets of data displayed in this 
article are the largest and most complete ever furnished for analysis. Once again th 
authar reiterates that significant and useful patterns in atypical reception on the

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Il. Solar Periodicity. The persistence of the lunar theory through the years may be 
an indication of the presence of an actual monthly cycle in reception, although we 
Suspect this pattern is caused by the sun and not the moon if it does exist. The 
primary: factor influencing radio reception is solar activity and, due to pure chance, 
the sun rotates on its axis once every 27 days or so. When a sunspot group or ather 
form of disturbance develops on the face of the sun (with attendant effects on radio 
reception), the solar rotation causes the group to appear and disappear with a regular 
| pattern. Because the sun is not a solid, the actual gota tion pericd for a sunsp 

’ group will depend somewhat upon its Location on the sun's surface and can range 

about 25 days to about 28 days, with an average period of about 27. days. Pericdic 
patterns in reception produced by solar rotation will be much more difficult to Seon 
strate mathematically than the corresponding lunar hypotheses. The most. important ~~ 

the complicating factors: the relatively short lifespan of any one particular ae 
disturbance (most sunspot groups, for example, decay within three solar rotation 
periods) - thus, while a particular solar disturbance may produce "monthly" repeating 
patterns for a month or two, when the disturbance "dies" that particular eycle is 
broken, Even greater complications arise when a number of distinct and independent 
enla® faatires ava setine simultaneously. as during years of sunspot maxima.

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Summary. The simple correlation analysis of Figures 1 and 2 fails to show any statist- 
ically significant correlation between lunar phase and these TA receptions. If there 


is a correlation, it is so weak in these cases as to be of negligible aid in IX 
prediction, 


Solar rotation is much more likely to produce periodicity in DX reception, but 
any particular "run" of reception cycles will last for only a few months at most due 
to the transitory nature of solar disturbances. Since both ionospheric reception and 
geomagnetic disturbances are the result of solar disturbances, a certain degree of 
correlation between the two phenomena is to be expected. 


Based upon the physical mechanisms involved (some of which are very imperfectly 
known because of the paucity of relevant data on exceptional receptions on the BCB), 
and a preliminary analysis of the relationship between the Wood data and solar factors 
during that period, we offer the following advice to those interested in the predictio 
of DX receptions: 


1. During years of low sunspot activity, it will probably pay to listen 25-28 days 
following a night of exceptionally good DX reception (especially after WCNA-TA 
and ECNA-FEA openings). 

2. During years of high sunspot activity, the complex pattern of solar activity 
will probably obscure the effects of solar rotation: therefore attempts to

"ANARC ExSec Gerry Dexter sends along the following interesting item from the February 
Broadcast Engineering: 

"AM radio in Central and South America has experienced rapid growth in recent 
years. Not only have many new stations gone on the air, but there have been an 
increasing number of reports of stations operating with powers ranging as high as 
1000 kw (apparently a reference to the seemingly apoeryphal Costa Rican commercia 
Station mentioned in past issues of IDKD - Bd}, This operation, which is often 
undertaken on the same frequencies assigned te U.S, Class 1-A clear channel 
stations, has become a source of concern to American broatiecasters and the FCC. 


"Surprisingly, in many instances interference levels received in the US from these 
high-power stations have been considerably less than those predicted from 
established curves of sLywave field strength vs, distance. This has proved true 
even in cases of high-power operation in countries as close to the U5 as Costa 
Rica, SutIham, “and evér Ciba. Additionally, reports indicate that mutual inter 
ference between stations in the U.S. and Mexico is often less than expected. 


"All of these situations involve skywave propagation over predominantly north~ 
south paths. Authorities point out that north-south propagation should be 
different from east-west propagation, although there is little agreement as to 
the nature and extent of the difference. Existing skywave curves are based on rs 
recordings made over prediminantly east-west paths, and few, if any, recordings 
applicable to north-south propagation are available. 


"The Commission is considering the possibility of establishing a research program 
te obtain skywave recordings over north-south paths, and to analyze the data wit! 
a view toward preparing new skywave curves. ‘The 1967-1968 FCC budget includes 
$600,000 for research studies, none of which has essentially yet been committed.! 
Very interesting, that. At first blush it would seem that there should be no differer 
in reception fram stations te the south compared with that from stations to the east 
and west, all things else being equal. But there are two different effects that will 
oduce a difference, and, interestingly en ough, both of these effects are much more 
portant on the MW BCB than on the higher frequencies (where most of the actual 
search effort has been concentrated). The first effect can. be termed "auroral- 
associated absorption." This is the phenomenon that we've mentioned in the past in 
connection with "geomagnetic latitude" and the "auroral ring.'' Essentially no researc 
of a detailed nature has been conducted on this effect on the MW frequencies that we 
can find. Under certain conditions, there is a very pronounced absorption for MW 
signals the higher the path is with respect to the geomagnetic pole; therefore signals 
from, say, South America to the ECNA encounter absorption only during the most norther 
portion of the path, Signals travelling ‘predominantly E-W (esg., TA's and Asians) 
travel on paths which remain consistently in regions of high absorption, and thus 
suffer considerably greater. attenuations than would be experiencetl on an equivalent 
N-S path. We have now a simple model, corisistent with latest known geophysical 
information, which effectively explains "atrroral nights" and consistently predicts 
just which "group" of stations will be heard on one of these nights; the predicted © ae 
patterns of reception agree very well with actual reception patterns as observed in 
ECNA, WCNA and Europe. This information will appear in DX News in the near future in 
conjunction with Gray Scrimgeour's related article on the correlation between geo~

+» Peoples Republic of South Yemen. The old British Protectorate of South Arabia was 
composed of Aden, plus 19 other states, sheikdoms, etc. ; 

' The South Arabian Federation was begun in 1957 when 6 states of the British 
Protectorate decided to band together (although the name of S.A.F. was not adopted 
until May of 1962}, The Federation grew slowly: one state jointed in 1959, 1 in 1962, 
3 in 1963 (Aneluding Aden), and 3 in 1965: eventually, the S.A.F. consisted of 17 of 
the 20 states -of the British Protectorate of South Arabia. 

In Cetober of 1967, the S.A.F. began to absorb surrounding states in anticipation 
of independence from Britain, The state of Kathiri was ineorporated into the S.A.F. 
on October 3rd, 1967; the nearby states of Qualti and Mahari on October 15th. With 
the addition of "3 small sheikdoms in the west" (whose natties seem known only to the 
sheiks involved), the total stood at 23 assorted political units stretching from 
Perim Island in the south to Mahari in the north when the last British officer flew 
out of Aden at 3:00 on October 29th. The area became the Peoples Republic of South 
Yemen the next day, : i 

The Peoples Republic was admitted to the U.N. as member number 123 on December 4t 
in spite of Britain's previous announcement that the Kuria Muria Islands were to be 
ceded to Muscat and Qnan, these islands were apparently taken by South Yemen in 
December, touching off an angry protest from Britain; the actual status of these 
islands is still somewhat unclear. The island of Socotra is now also a part of South 
Yemen, although it would be classed as a separate country because of its distance from 
the mainland if a station were established ther-. 

Therefore the Aden outlet on 755 lised in the 1968 WRTVH under “Aden (Federation 
of South Arabia)" should be counted as the Peoples Republic of South Yemen. 


ea Sultanate of Muscat and Quan. Proceeding northward along the Arabian coast, this 
country will become valid when the Masarah Island. station goes on the air. 


3« Irucial Amirate of Sharjah. North of Muscat and Gman lies the Trucial Coast, which 
consists of 7 "semi-independent sheikdoms": Sharjah, Ras al Khaimah, Umm al Quwain, 
Ajman, Dubai, Abu Dhabi (potentially the basis for some fine puns?), and Fujairah. 
Every reference we have found to this region agrees that each area is ruled by a 
sheik, which would make the FBIS designation of "Amirate" (instead of Sheikdom) seem 
incorrect. Webster's defines amir (tameer) as ‘in Moslem countries, a ruler or prince; 
a sheik (=sheikh) as "Chief of an arab family, tribe, or village; used as a title of 
respect." In view of the ID sl aitored on the 1250 outlet ("...al imarat..."), 
the term “Amirate™ seems to be a this context, <All references agree that each 
of the 7 rulers has absolute autnority within his rezion, although all foreign affairs 
are conducted by Britain through treaty arrangements. The British plan to leave in 
1973, and two of the 7 sheikdems have already banded together in a new arrangement, 
just to complicate matters further (Dubai and Abu Dhabi in a "union of accord"), 

Hecause of this internal autonomy, the NRC will count each of the Amirates as 
separate country when and if they establish MW outlets. The NRC nartition of the 
individual "Trucial States" is necessitated by NRC Country List rule #3, concerning 
“loosely federated countries." This is the same rule that gives us the components of 
the U.K. and the Soviet Union as separate countries.
